Epistle 

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

We  are  gathered  for  our  fourteenth  annual  meeting  in  the  beauty  and 
quietness  of  the  campus  of  Willamette  University  in  Salem,  Oregon.  Even  in 
these  peaceful  surroundings  we  are  conscious  of  the  cold  war  and  the  threat 
of  nuclear  accident.  We  do  not  remove  ourselves  from  responsibility  for  these 
problems  and  their  solution.  In  worship  and  fellowship  we  have  examined 
our  values  and  deepened  our  dedication  to  bringing  order  to  our  disordered 
world. 

We  have  been  reminded  that  it  is  not  enough  to  believe  in  God  with  our 
minds  only.  We  must  know  Him  in  our  hearts  if  we  are  to  face  the  difficulties 
of  life  with  courage  and  love,  instead  of  fear,  anger  and  denial.  We  must 
recognize  that  of  God  in  every  man:  in  those  whom  we  admire,  in  the  men 
of  power  who  rule  nations  and  command  armies,  in  those  in  our  Meetings  and 
families  with  whom  we  disagree  — and  even  in  ourselves.  This  awareness  of 
God  in  all  His  children  is  essential  if  we  are  to  cope  with  the  problems  of 
humanity. 

The  issues  which  we  have  faced  this  year  make  us  appreciate  the  wisdom 
contained  in  a letter  from  London  Yearly  Meeting  to  us:  ‘The  living  harmony 
fs  found  by  stating  and  facing  differences  and  seeking  to  transcend  them  rather 
than  pretending  that  they  do  not  exist.” 

We  long  to  provide  a spiritual  home  where  each  may  find  love,  sympathy, 
and  freedom  to  grow  and  learn  according  to  his  ability.  In  our  eagerness  to  do 
this,  we  sometimes  neglect  standards  and  procedures.  We  are  inclined  to  feel 
that  the  garden  of  the  spirit  will  grow  without  tender  care  and  cultivation.  At 
this  Yearly  Meeting  it  has  been  made  clear  to  us  that  the  weeds  in  our  spiritual 
garden  will  not  disappear  by  ignoring  them.  It  is  painful  to  face  the  fear, 
self-centeredness,  frustration  and  violence  which  often  exist  in  our  own  lives 
and  Meetings.  Only  by  acknowledging  them  can  we  open  our  hearts  to  the 
love  of  God  which  alone  can  overcome  the  world. 

Our  Young  Friends  showed  us  with  prophetic  clarity  how  hard  it  is  to  be 
a teen-ager  in  the  Atomic  Age.  They  felt  that  our  love  for  them  and  theirs  for 
us  gave  them  courage  to  face  life  and  its  problems.  We  were  lifted  by  this 
expression  of  love  to  a fresh  awareness  of  the  Divine  Love  and  we  left  our 
Meeting  with  renewed  courage  and  determination  to  act  for  peace.

Young  Friends  Epistle 

Dear  Young  Friends  Everywhere, 

The  Young  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  extend  their  greetings  from 
the  beautiful  campus  of  Willamette  University  at  Salem,  Oregon. 

Our  discussions  this  year  centered  chiefly  around  the  aspects  of  peace. 

The  ideas  presented  by  Stuart  Innerst,  our  “Friend  in  Washington,”  Cecil 
Thomas,  Ross  Flanagan,  and  Walt  Raitt,  greatly  stimulated  our  thinking  in  the 
fields  of  conscientious  objection,  disarmament  and  social  protest. 

Feeling  a deep  concern  about  the  arms  race  and  its  implications,  we  were 
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moved  to  write  a minute  expressing  our  views  and  outline  of  action.  This 
minute  is  enclosed. 

We  began  each  day  with  a short  period  of  worship  which  drew  us  together 
in  spirit.  We  found  time  in  the  afternoons  and  evenings  for  recreation  and 
spontaneous  discussion. 

We  hope  that  Young  Friends  around  the  world  will  join  us  in  spirit  and 
action  as  we  work  for  a more  peaceful  and  settled  world.

“The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou 
hearest  the  sound  thereof  but  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh  and  wither  it  goeth.” 

When  a miracle  occurs  it  seems  next  to  im- 
possible to  describe  it.  In  each  Yearly  Meeting 
there  are  high  points;  there  are  individual  re- 
wards for  sacrificial  labors.  Friendships  are  made 
or  renewed;  small  groups  are  knit  in  that  which 
is  eternal.  But  the  1960  Yearly  Meeting  was  dif- 
ferent; we  didn’t  just  have  a “good  Yearly  Meet- 
ing.” 

In  the  final  sessions,  the  hand  of  God  was 
laid  upon  us  that  we  should  go  forth. 

Our  letter  from  London  probably  started  the 
workings  of  the  Spirit  within  us,  without  our  be- 
ing aware  of  it  at  the  time.  It  spoke  clearly  and 
firmly  to  us  as  if  the  Friends  6000  miles  away 
had  known  of  the  clouding  of  our  spirits.  Conse- 
quently we  were  able  to  be  honest,  to  allow  our 
burning  concerns  to  come  out.  We  found  we 
could  not  agree  on  some  points,  but  faced  the 
fact  that  we  have  wide  differences  in  age,  in 
emphasis,  in  skills  and  in  commitment. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  met  under  dark  clouds, 
not  only  of  the  appalling  conditions  in  the  world, 
but  of  internal  losses  as  well.  In  the  last  two 
years,  our  small  body  has  lost  by  death  a number 
of  valuable  members.  While  we  always  felt  them 
a part  of  us,  and  knew  that  their  influence  was 
continuing,  we  missed  their  wise  counsel,  their 
relaxing  humor,  and  their  patient  service. 

We  were  saddened,  too,  by  the  withdrawal  of 
a group  of  dear  Friends  in  Tucson,  who  felt  they 
no  longer  wished  to  be  part  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. This  colored  many  of  our  thoughts,  and  the 
Interim  Committee  and  several  of  the  worship- 
fellowship  groups  gave  serious  consideration  to 
matters  like  these:  how  can  we  keep  spontaneity, 
avoid  hierarchy  and  still  get  something  done; 
how  may  we  practice  in  our  corporate  life  our 
ideals  of  what  we  should  be  and  how  we  should 
act.  As  one  Friend  put  it,  “One  of  the  charms  of 
Friends  is  the  utterly  incomprehensible  way 
they  act!”  We  knew  we  should  have  better  order 
among  us,  but  we  longed  to  keep  the  freedom 
possible  when  a group  is  small  and  homogene- 
ous. With  the  special  gift  Friends  have  of  com- 
bining the  serious  and  the  ludicrous,  we  made 
the  “good  order  of  Friends”  the  butt  of  a good- 


humored  merriment  — at  the  fun  night  Cecil 
Thomas  emerged  as  the  head  of  the  War  Com- 
mittee, and  Femer  Nuhn  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  for  Disorder  and  Lack  of 
Discipline.  At  the  same  time  we  were  aware  as 
never  before  of  our  responsibilities  to  one  an- 
other and  the  difficulties  which  can  develop 
when  communication  breaks  down  through  lack 
of  sufficient  organization. 

The  sessions  were  held  in  the  beautiful  audi- 
torium, with  comfortable  (yes,  comfortable!) 
seats  and  a lovely  soft  rug  which  deadened  the 
footfalls  of  the  inevitable  late  comers,  early 
leavers  and  children  in  search  of  parents.  But 
even  here  communication  was  a problem  — the 
clerks  were  separated  from  the  rest  of  us  by  a 
“moat”  which  made  them  uncomfortable  by  their 
exalted  position  on  the  stage,  and  lessened  the 
rapport  with  the  body  of  the  meeting.  This  diffi- 
culty was  solved  creatively  by  Kit’s  wonderful 
fish  net  which,  amid  refreshing  chuckles,  lifted 
reports  and  notes  to  the  clerks’  table,  and  by  the 
innovation  of  having  a volunteer  page  from  the 
Young  Friends  Yearly  Meeting,  who  successfully 
threaded  the  labyrinths  back  stage  to  deliver 
messages  or  pick  up  documents. 

Yet  the  wind  of  the  Spirit  bloweth  where  it 
listeth 

The  Young  Friends  had  met  separately  in  a 
carefully  thought-out  program  of  worship,  dis- 
cussions, business,  outdoor  work,  recreation  and 
outings.  The  Junior  and  Senior  High  groups 
were  together  at  times  and  at  other  times  held 
their  own  sessions.  They  had  established  their 
own  curfew  arrangements  and  explained  them 
carefully  to  the  adult  Yearly  Meeting. 

Then,  in  the  morning  session  of  the  final  day 
they  brought  in  their  minutes,  including  the 
minute  of  concern,  which  is  printed  later  in  this 
report.  We  realized  that  our  two  bodies  of 
Friends,  by  the  process  of  their  own  maturing, 
were  able  to  recognize  each  other’s  potential. 
We  are  alike  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends; 
we  only  happened  to  have  been  meeting  separ- 
ately during  the  week. 

At  the  reading  of  the  minute  of  concern,  a 
wave  of  yearning  and  joy  swep  over  the  whole 
meeting.  We  found  ourselves  caught  up  into  a 
unity  and  honesty  we  had  not  known  before.  In 
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tears,  we  worshipped  and  spoke,  rejoicing  in 
hearing  and  saying  what  we  had  not  hitherto 
been  able  to  hear  or  say,  younger  and  older 
speaking  our  love  for  each  other  and  our  joint 
rededication.  From  the  depth  of  our  being,  we 
lived  in  the  Eternal  Life. 

When  we  reassembled  for  the  scheduled  meet- 
ing for  worship,  with  our  children  now  a part  of 
the  group,  all  settled  immediately  into  profound 
worship.  We  experienced  what  early  Friends 
called  a “gathered”  meeting,  where  what  was 
expressed  orally  was  comparatively  unimportant, 
for  over  all  was  the  covering  love  and  presence 
of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Our  Family 

Our  first  meeting  was  a happy  experience  in 
which  we  sat  together  as  families.  As  the  roll 
call  of  Meetings  was  called  and  returning  min- 
utes and  Epistles  from  other  Yearly  Meetings 
were  read,  we  knew  that  we  were  part  of  a world- 
wide family.  We  were  encouraged  to  “open  our 
hearts  to  the  spirit  of  almighty  God,  who  will 
lead  us  if  we  but  listen.” 

Guests  were  introduced,  including  two  from 
Canadian  Yearly  Meeting,  Helen  Lawson  of  To- 
ronto, and  Elaine  Horst  of  Hamilton  Monthly 
Meeting;  and  James  and  Isabella  Frorer  and 
David  Durham  of  Wilmington,  Del.  The  clerk 
asked  members  of  the  different  Meetings  to 
stand  and,  as  always,  we  rubber-necked  happily 
to  see  who  was  present  from  where. 

The  first  item  of  business  was  an  inspiring 
one.  On  recommendations  of  the  Interim  Com- 
mittee, we  welcomed  four  Monthly  Meeting  into 
membership:  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara 
Sacramento,  and  Calgary,  which  will  also  be  a 
member  of  Canadian  Yearly  Meeting. 

As  we  closed  our  first  session  with  singing, 
we  returned  to  the  awareness  of  our  participa- 
tion in  this  Yearly  Meeting  as  many  families  in 
one. 

Later  in  our  sessions,  we  heard  the  reports 
from  our  Half-Yearly,  Quarterly  and  Monthly 
Meetings.  Very  much  in  our  thoughts  were  the 
many  Friends  who  were  not  present  with  us  in 
flesh,  but  who  contribute  much  to  our  local 
work  and  worship,  and  who  in  some  cases  had 
sacrificed  that  others  might  have  the  privilege 
of  attendance  at  this  gathering.  We  also  felt  very 
close  to  those  Friends  who  have  been  taken 
from  us  by  death,  as  memorials  were  read  to 
Will  James,  Lyra  Dann,  Edith  Sperry  Morgan, 
and  Ruth  Suckow  Nuhn. 

In  the  Tuesday  morning  meeting  was  presen- 
ted one  of  Ruth  Nuhn’s  poems,  “Great  Days”: 
Great  days  should  mean  great  happiness,  but 

they  have  never 

Been  what  they  promised  to  be  . . . 


There  is  this  about  them  — To  great  days  I look 
forward 

But  seldom  look  back  upon  them. 

What  I look  back  to 

Are  sudden,  haphazard  days  as  unexpected 
As  the  shining  flight  of  a gold  finch  across  the 
road. 

Days  when  I come  upon  fields,  or  little  queer 
houses, 

Exquisite  outline  of  trees,  and  flowers  — or  only 
Days  when  suddenly  out  of  the  air  around  me 
A glory  came  upon  me  stronger  than  sunlight. 
That  glory  comes  of  itself,  like  beauty  and  loving, 
And  no  great  day  can  win  it  by  great  prepara- 
tion. 

So  perhaps  I will  be  very  wise,  and  give  up  all 
striving 

For  the  great  days  — but  will  only  go  on  quietly, 
letting 

Myself  come  upon  a day  that  is  sweet  as  a wild 
flower, 

Or  let  a day  come  upon  me,  like  meadow  lark 
music. 

Perhaps  the  great  days  have  been  great  too  long; 
and  perhaps 

It  is  time  to  take  a new  path,  or  cut  across  coun- 
try, 

So  I may  find  the  freshness  and  the  glory. 
Extra-Curricular 

Friends  were  asked  to  indicate  whether  it 
seemed  the  extra  day  of  committee  meetings 
was  valuable,  and  the  assistant  clerk  no  doubt 
will  report  later.  It  seemed  to  expedite  business, 
for  suggestions  for  action  by  the  whole  meeting 
were  presented  more  crisply  than  usual.  Cer- 
tainly the  extra  day  freed  Interim  Committee 
members  to  go  to  the  few  dozen  other  special 
interest  groups  which  kept  assembling  at  all 
hours. 

Ax  Nelson  presented  slides  of  his  work  in 
Tanganyika,  and  Clara  and  Stanley  Shaw  re- 
ported on  their  trip  to  Geneva.  The  Friends 
Retirement  Association  met  helpfully;  the  clerks 
of  local  Meetings  compared  notes  and  encour- 
aged one  another.  The  Theological  Discussion 
Group  had  an  overflow  session,  and  the  peace 
group  held  two  lengthy  meetings.  Past,  present, 
and  future  Arrangement  Committee  members 
surveyed  the  pitfalls  of  caring  for  our  growing 
attendance.  In  addition  special  committees  and 
interest  groups,  formal  and  informal,  prearrang- 
ed or  spur-of-the-moment,  were  to  be  found  in 
lounges,  on  steps  or  grass,  or  in  odd  corners. 
The  nearby  pools  were  well  patronized,  and 
Floyd  Schmoe  again  made  himself  available  for 
nature  walks.  Fun  night,  of  course,  revealed  un- 
expected grace,  agility,  and  ingenuity  in  our 
midst. 

There  was  a cordial,  happy  spirit  as  always,  but 
this  year  particularly  the  children  seemed  satis- 
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tied  and  self-reliant.  One  small  one,  who  had 
clung  rather  tightly  to  a parental  hand  the 
first  day,  was  asked  on  the  second  by  his  father 
if  he  wanted  to  eat  lunch  with  him.  “I’m  OK. 
I’m  sitting  with  Bemie;  he’s  my  friend.”  “I  feel 
the  same  way  here,”  confessed  the  father,  “only 
I don’t  bounce  quite  so  high.” 

Younger  Friends  Program 

Totem  poles,  African  jewelry  and  shields, 
tepees,  and  Nepalese  mosaics  were  much  in 
evidence  as  the  children  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
took  part  in  a program  planned  to  help  them 
understand  the  life  of  other  peoples  of  the  globe. 

The  general  schedule  followed  with  variations 
adapted  to  the  various  age  groups  was  as  fol- 
lows: Tuesday,  American  Indians;  Wednesday, 
Tanganyika;  Thursday,  Nepal;  Friday,  Eskimos. 
Slides  or  movies  about  the  area  to  be  emphasized 
the  following  day  were  shown  in  the  evenings. 

The  extensive  lawn  and  welcome  trees  pro- 
vided the  opportunity  for  active  games  or  story- 
telling groups.  One  class  of  youngsters  was 
thoroughly  exercised  during  the  first  part  of  the 
morning  so  they  would  feel  like  working  on 
crafts  later  on. 

The  ingenious  use  of  egg  cartons,  cardboard 
boxes,  pottery  plates,  macaroni  together  with 
poster  paint  and  glue  combined  to  accomplish 
the  crafts,  which  were  displayed  in  the  dining 
room  for  the  pleasure  of  all. 

Alura  Dodd,  chairman,  was  assisted  by  Helen 
Scheiber,  Jean  Young,  Liss  Elkinton,  Mildred 
Ludwig,  Alice  Miles,  Clara  Shaw,  Hilda  Selig- 
man,  Meryl  Jennings,  Margie  Schlitt,  George 
Clauss,  Francia  Scheiber,  Loyal  Idso,  and  Joyce 
Fagg.  Many  mothers  also  helped  for  a few  hours.

The  Good  Order  Among  Us 

The  Interim  Committee  was  amazed  to  learn 
that  there  had  never  been  a proper  and  official 
minute  setting  up  our  Half-Yearly  Meetings  and 
our  Quarterly  Meetings!  Since  these  are  a 
flourishing  and  functioning  part  of  our  life,  we 
proceeded  with  dispatch  to  adopt  a formal 
minute  rectifying  the  situation.  We  also  received 
with  pleasure  copies  of  the  revised  Queries  upon 
which  the  Discipline  Committee  has  been  work- 
ing faithfully.  Monthly  Meetings  are  now  asked 
to  look  over  and  try  using  the  Advices  in  the 
Philadelphia  Discipline,  and  communicate  ideas 
to  the  committee.  They  are  also  asked  to  send 
the  secretary  complete  lists  of  all  members  — 
up-to-date  and  accurate! 

In  the  past  there  seems  to  have  been  con- 
siderable haziness  on  just  how  recognition  is 
granted  to  a Monthly  Meeting;  most  have  ap- 
plied directly  to  the  Interim  Committee,  which 
reported  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.  But  as  we  grow, 


and  our  regional  Meetings  assume  more  con- 
tinuity and  responsibility,  there  is  need  for  an 
alternate  procedure.  The  Interim  Committee 
considered  the  matter  and  the  following  was 
approved : 

A Meeting  can  function  as  a Monthly  Meeting  if  it 
has  been  recognized  by  a Quarterly  or  Half-Yearly 
Meeting  before  Yearly  Meeting  recognition  is  estab- 
lished. 

An  isolated  Meeting  may  apply  directly  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  for  recognition  where  Quarterly  or  Half-Yearly 
Meetings  do  not  yet  exist. 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
had  suggestions  to  make  concerning  the  request 
itself,  in  order  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  may  be 
well  informed  about  the  character  and  strength 
of  the  Meeting  applying;  the  request  should 
include  the  following  information: 

1)  a brief  history  of  the  Meeting:  where  the  Friends 
come  from;  how  long  they  have  met;  what  connections 
with  other  Meetings;  what  geographical  area  served; 
size  of  meeting  for  worship;  principal  areas  of  concern. 

2)  a statement  of  why  the  Meeting  wishes  to  be  a 
Monthly  Meeting  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

3)  evidence  of  good  order:  understanding  of  func- 
tions of  clerk,  recorder,  committees;  relationship  with 
other  Meetings,  including  Yearly  Meeting;  methods  of 
dealing  with  problems  of  membership  as  set  forth  in  our 
Disciplines;  evidence  that  records  are  kept  in  good 
order. 

4 ) a list  of  members  ( and  attenders  of  record ) . 

5)  evidence  of  care  for  the  spiritual  and  material 
welfare  of  members.

Our  wider  responsibilities  as  Friends  were 
brought  home  to  us.  Reports  from  Harold  Car- 
son  and  Beth  Sanders,  our  representatives  at 
the  sessions  of  the  Five-Years  Meeting  in  Rich- 
mond, Indiana,  and  from  Beth  Sanders  and  Mar- 
garet Lorenz,  who  had  attended  Friends  Gen- 
eral Conference  in  Cape  May  this  summer,  as 
well  as  the  presence  of  Friends  from  eastern 
Canada,  and  the  welcome  and  inspiring  Epistles 
from  around  the  globe,  all  made  us  realize  our 
partnership  with  the  far-flung  body  of  Friends 
and  their  collective  and  individual  problems. 
We  took  seriously  our  responsibility  for  repre- 
sentation at  the  meeting  of  the  Friends  World 
Committee  in  Kenya  next  summer  and  made 
provision  for  it  in  the  budget. 

The  special  session  on  the  Discipline  was  in- 
troduced by  three  Friends  who  gave  us  a loving 
and  critical  analysis  of  our  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses. Major  emphasis  was  given  to  the  ques- 
tion: How  can  we  come  to  the  maturity  which 
is  both  order  and  freedom? 

Ruth  Schmoe  spoke  on  “Inward  and  Outward 
Order.”  Gods  love  is  guiding  our  lives.  We  must 
continually  practice  turning  to  Him  to  examine 
ourselves.  His  unlimited  strength,  love  and  wis- 
dom is  given  to  each  of  us  in  proper  measure. 

“Order”  and  “discipline”  should  not  be  fearful 
words.  Discipline  must  come  from  within.  In- 
ward order  makes  possible  outward  order.  When 
inward  order  is  achieved  our  business  meetings 
will  come  nearer  the  goal  we  are  seeking  and 
there  will  be  no  question  about  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  staying  alive  and  maturing. 

Harold  Carson  pointed  out  that  we  must  find 
ways  in  which  Monthly  Meetings  can  increase 
members’  faith  in  God.  A Monthly  Meeting 
should  be  considered  as  a home,  where  we  share 
the  message,  the  burdens  and  the  material 
goods.  In  a family  and  in  a Meeting  it  is  often 
wise  to  “pull  over  and  wait”  when  conflict,  ten- 
sion and  indecision  arise.  If  some  one  does  not 
come  to  meeting  for  worship,  we  should  care 
enough  to  find  out  why.  The  time  schedule  and 
type  of  meeting  should  meet  the  needs  of  those 
who  attend.  Children  in  the  Meeting  should  be 
helped  to  fix  their  hearts  and  minds  on  that 
which  is  eternal. 

A meeting  for  business  should  be  a meeting 
for  worship  centered  on  specific  problems. 

Ferner  Nulm  showed  how  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing had  grown  out  of  these  concepts:  that 

Friends  might  gather  anywhere  and  the  presence 
of  God  would  be  there;  that  the  expression  of 
religious  experience  was  possible  in  all  of  life; 
that  we  are  placed  significantly,  looking  out 
across  the  Pacific  and  seeing  that  we  coidd 
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reach  out  for  ties  that  might  culminate  in  an 
international,  intercultural  and  interracial  Yearly 
Meeting.  Among  our  strengths  is  the  informality 
which  permeates  life  on  the  West  Coast  which 
has  made  possible  our  ability  to  allow  the  spirit 
to  transcend  the  letter.  We  were  and  are  all 
imbued  with  a strong  feeling  for  religious 
democracy  where  all  participate,  all  make  deci- 
sions and  individual  concerns  are  known  and 
examined  by  all. 

We  also  have  weaknesses,  some  connected 
with  our  strengths: 

1 ) Practical  problems  of  communication  because  of 
distance  have  at  times  seemed  insurmountable. 

2)  Our  spontaneity,  informality  and  democracy  have 
made  us  over-permissive  and  less  ordered  than  we  might 
be. 

3)  Our  lack  of  knowledge  of  Friends’  experience  has 
sometimes  troubled  us  as  individuals  and  Meetings. 

4)  As  the  number  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  has 
steadily  increased,  there  has  been  an  increasing  gap 
between  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  the  Monthly  Meetings, 
which  has  more  recently  helped  us  see  the  relevance  of 
regional  Meetings. 

In  the  discussion  these  points  appeared:  We 
are  now  in  the  position  of  the  pioneers  who  have 
had  the  joy  of  rich  topsoil  but  now  must  begin 
to  use  good  farming  methods  to  continue  to  reap 
an  abundant  harvest.  Growth  is  nearly  always 
cyclical.  Each  must  discover  where  he  is  and 
move  in  the  other  direction  to  attain  full  ma- 
turity. One  gift  or  testimony  is  not  necessarily  of 
a higher  order  than  another.  The  actions  and 
ideas  of  other  Friends  that  offend  us  may  well 
indicate  the  direction  we  must  grow.  Growth  is 
often  painful,  but  it  is  also  exciting  and  will 
ultimately  draw  us  together. 

Implementing,  Our  Testimonies 

The  consideration  of  peace  occupied  two  ses- 
sions of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  two  very  long 
evening  meetings  of  those  particularly  con- 
cerned. It  was  also  the  basis  of  much  discussion 
in  the  Young  Friends  Yearly  Meeting.  The  plan 
of  having  a meeting  of  the  committees  before 
the  main  sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting  made  pos- 
sible the  presentation  of  specific  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Peace  Committee.  Stuart  Innerst 
gave  lively  observations  on  his  period  of  service 
with  the  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legis- 
lation, as  our  “Friend  in  Washington,”  and  on 
recommendation  of  the  Peace  Committee,  the 
Meeting  approved  the  solicitation  of  funds  to  the 
extent  of  $6000  for  continuing  this  program. 

The  urgency  for  action  in  support  of  our  tes- 
timony for  peace  was  pointed  up  by  the  anni- 
versary of  the  declaration  of  George  Fox  and 
others  to  King  Charles  II,  1660,  by  the  number 
of  our  members  who  had  taken  part  in  marches 
and  non-violent  demonstrations  this  past  year, 
and  by  the  recent  arrest  of  Sam  Tyson  and  Hal 
Stallings  at  protests  at  the  Radiation  Laboratory 


at  Livermore,  Calif. 

Many  Friends  spoke,  with  differing  emphases,  to  the 
concern  presented  by  Ross  Flanagan  that  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  has  not  demonstrated  a united  and  forceful 
expression  of  our  peace  testimony  ...  in  the  face  of 
new  problems  in  the  modern  world  . . . We  have  been 
reluctant  to  come  to  grips  with  that  which  is  evil  in 
our  society. 

Other  Friends  pointed  out  that  there  is  wide  accep- 
tance of  the  peace  testimony  in  our  Yearly  Meeting, 
but  there  are  differences  in  the  way  it  is  expressed. 
The  moral  sin  of  war  and  violence  is  independent  of  the 
enormity  of  the  present  crisis.  Materialism,  pride,  and 
selfishness  are  the  roots  of  war,  and  the  means  of  ex- 
termination is  an  academic  question.  The  problem  is  that 
men  wish  to  kill  each  other  . . . Those  who  need  to 
control  others  by  fear  are  not  changed  so  much  by  our 
outward  protests  as  by  our  ability  to  express  love  and 
understanding  every  day  to  those  people  with  whom  we 
live  and  whom  we  touch  in  our  daily  lives. 

We  recognized  that  some  of  us  have  compromised 
with  life  in  order  to  survive  and  rear  families.  One 
Friend  felt  it  was  appropriate  to  indicate  that  Friends 
were  searching  for  solutions  which  would  come  in  dif- 
ferent ways  to  different  persons.  We  are  aware  of  our 
imperfections,  but  we  continue  single-mindedly,  seeking 
no  refuge  in  age  or  station  in  life  . . . 

If  there  are  those  among  us  who  will  not  compromise, 
we  must  lift  them  up  in  love  and  understanding,  aware, 
as  they  must  be,  that  their  decisions,  springing  from 
deep  spiritual  necessity,  require  that  they  travel  a lonely 
road. 

Each  of  us,  however,  no  matter  which  particular  way 
we  go  toward  bearing  our  testimony,  can  become  aware 
of  the  need  to  take  another  step  in  the  direction  God 
wants  us  to  go;  as  Ruth  Nuhn  has  said  in  another  context, 
“perhaps  it  is  time  to  take  a new  path,  or  cut  across 
country,  so  that  I may  find  the  freshness  and  the  glory.” 

A number  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  have  con- 
sidered, or  are  considering,  the  Urbana-Cham- 
paign  plan  of  voluntary  individual  tax-gifts  to 
the  United  Nations  as  a protest  against  immense 
tax  burdens  for  military  expenditures,  and  as  a 
token  of  people’s  obligations  as  world  citizens. 
On  recommendation  of  the  Peace  Committee, 
the  Yearly  Meeting  encouraged  its  members  to 
follow  this  plan,  and  recommended  the  follow- 
ing procedure  wherever  conditions  allow: 

a)  Friends  should  contribute  their  1%  tax  before 
October  15  by  checks  made  out  to  their  Monthly  Meet- 
ings and  marked  “U.N.Tax.” 

b)  Meetings  should  combine  all  these  contributions 
in  one  check  made  out  to  the  United  Nations  and  air- 
mailed to  the  Quaker  Team  at  the  U.N.,  345  East  45th 
St.,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  by  October  17  . 

c ) A covering  letter  should  be  sent  endorsing  the 
Urbana-Champaign  minute  of  October  24,  1959. 

d)  The  Committee  for  Quaker  Peace  Witness,  245 
Second  St.,  N.E.,  Washington  2,  D.C.,  should  be  in- 
formed of  this  action.  In  this  letter  any  contributions 
from  non-Friends  or  non-pacifists  might  be  omitted. 

(Friends  who  want  to  interest  the  general  com- 
munity in  the  U.N.Tax  should  get  in  touch  with  Citizens 
for  the  United  Nations,  3959  15th  Ave.,  N.E.,  Seattle  5, 
Wash. ) 

In  a later  session  the  following  minute  was 
approved : 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  in  view  of  the  Tercentenary 
of  the  Peace  Testimony,  has  reconsidered  its  summariz- 
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ing  minute  of  1959,  which  said  in  part: 

“There  are  those  who  feel  that  we  must  seek 
inward  peace  first  as  self-purification;  those  who 
are  moved  to  radical  personal  and  group  action  and 
need  the  support  of  Meetings;  and  those  who  feel 
that  as  citizens  of  governments  we  still  have  oppor- 
tunities to  influence  events. 

“We  support  Friends  who  are  led  to  walk  in  any 
of  these  ways  to  peace,  and  we  hope  we  will  all 
continue  to  search  for  new  ways  and  combinations 
of  old  ways.” 

We  ask  the  Yearly  Meeting  Peace  Committee  and 
especially  the  regional  meetings  to  be  sensitive  to  ac- 
tivities for  peace  by  Monthly  Meetings  and  individuals 
in  connection  with  and  as  a follow-up  to  the  Washington 
Tercentenary  witness,  and  to  keep  Monthly  Meetings 
informed. 

We  encourage  communication  with  and  individual 
support  of  Friends  who  have  undertaken  civil  disobe- 
dience. We  urge  that  Meetings  arrange  intervistation  of 
Friends  with  a peace  message. 

The  Young  Friends  Yearly  Meeting  minuted 
a concern  that  one  of  their  members  be  a part 
of  the  pilgrimage  to  Washington,  October  24, 
1960.  Interested  Friends  are  asked  to  get  in 
touch  with  Bill  Bruff  ( 1111  Whitley  St.,  Whittier, 
Calif.),  the  new  clerk  of  the  Young  Friends 
Yearly  Meeting. 

A letter  was  written  to  Richard  Nixon;  and  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Social  Order  Committee, 
letters  were  sent  — with  abstention  of  the  rep- 
resentatives from  Mexico  and  Canada  — to  the 
chairman  of  the  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee  and  Congressman  Roosevelt  of  Cali- 
fornia expressing  our  concern  over  the  commit- 
tee’s efforts  to  discredit  legitimate  protest  move- 
ments and  to  intimidate  free  thought  and  dis- 
cussion. The  Yearly  Meeting  also  accepted  re- 
sponsibility for  being  co-sponsor  of  a work 
camp  in  Kenya  during  the  summer  of  1961. 

In  this  session,  too,  the  combined  Yearly 
Meetings  (adult  and  Young  Friends)  heard  a 
minute  of  concern: 

The  Young  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
want  to  express  their  deep  concern  on  the  prob- 
lems of  peace  through  this  minute.  The  meeting 
feels  that  something  needs  to  be  done  immedi- 
ately. The  world  in  this  missile  age  is  speeding 
faster  and  faster  towards  possible  destruction. 
The  Young  Friends  feel  if  they  are  to  have 
families  and  a future,  now  is  the  time  to  stand 
up  and  be  counted. 

As  a first  step  towards  working  for  peace  we 
are  establishing  a Peace  Committee  which  will 
try  to  channel  our  ideas  into  direct  action  and 
will  help  by  gathering  materials  to  support  the 
action. 

Many  of  the  Young  Friends  feel  that  their 
consciences  will  not  allow  them  to  participate 
in  air-raid  drills.  They  feel  that  fire,  earthquake, 
and  other  natural  disaster  drills  are  essential, 


but  that  air-raid  drills  instill  fear  and  prejudice 
minds  against  our  country’s  alleged  enemies. 

We  feel  our  energy  should  be  used  in  the  pre- 
vention of  war  rather  tham-making  attempts  for 
survival  after  war.  We  also  feel  the  drills  would 
be  insignificant  if  there  were  war. 

The  Young  Friends  feel  that  we  should  be 
able  to  obtain  information  for  ourselves  and 
others  on  these  issues  of  concern.  We  have  ap- 
pointed two  people  to  be  in  charge  of  assem- 
bling this  material  and  we  are  including  in  our 
budget  funds  to  purchase  this  literature. 

Young  Friends  also  feel  concerned  about  in- 
complete and  inadequate  newspaper  coverage. 
The  best  suggested  remedy  to  this  situation 
was  writing  letters  to  the  editor. 

These  concerns  occupied  our  immediate  at- 
tention. We  feel  an  urgent  need  to  act  also  on 
the  growing  military  power  in  our  nation  and 
racial  discrimination  which  is  jeopardizing  our 
foreign  relations. 

With  the  feeling  that  we  have  accomplished 
a great  deal  in  this  time  we  have  had  together, 
we  hope,  with  guidance  and  understanding,  our 
deep  and  vigorous  concern  will  continue  as  we 
adjourn. 

* # * 

This  concern,  “with  its  note  of  urgency  and 
its  directness,  led  to  a profoundly  moving  time 
of  worship  and  speaking  in  which  members  of 
both  Yearly  Meetings  shared  their  deepest 
feelings  on  how  to  express  our  peace  testimony. 
We  feel  our  love  and  need  for  each  other  and 
we  are  increasingly  aware  of  our  common  ground 
in  all  the  areas  of  our  lives.  We  shall  not  forget 
this  time  together. 

After  the  final  period  of  worship  the  clerk 
read  the  closing  minute: 

We  have  met  for  more  than  four  days,  which,  for 
both  old  and  young,  have  proved  to  be  not  long  enough 
for  all  the  concerns  we  had  in  our  hearts  and  minds. 
Taught  by  failures,  we  have  begun  to  know  what 
humility  is.  Yet  our  meeting  and  worshipping  together 
carries  us  forward  and  gives  us  unity  and  hope. 

We  have  been  shaken  by  the  minute  presented  by 
Young  Friends.  It  has  made  us  face  the  darkness  not 
only  in  tire  world,  but  in  ourselves;  yet  it  gives  us 
joy. 

We  love  our  Young  Friends  and  want  them  to  have 
a future;  yet  older  Friends  have  not  struck  the  note  of 
urgency  Young  Friends  have  struck,  lo  the  Young 
Friends  the  adults  say,  “What  you  do  and  what  you 
say  we  shall  listen  to  very  carefully.  We  seek  your 
leadership.” 

There  is  something  deeper  we  all  must  reach  to, 
which  is  life  lived  in  the  Light.  We  have  felt  an  inex- 
pressible covering  in  our  final  meeting.  rl  he  spirit  ot 
Christ  by  which  we  are  guided  comes  and  speaks;  we 
know  this  from  experience. 

We  adjourn  to  meet  on  the  campus  of  \\  estmont 
College,  Santa  Barbara,  California,  in  the  week  ol 
August  6,  1961.

Bringing  an  idea  to  reality  is  never  an  easy 
undertaking.  In  Pasadena,  California,  a small 
group  of  Friends  have  been  chipping  away  at 
the  rocky  problems  involved  in  establishing  a 
Friends  Retirement  Home.  These  Friends  are 
from  First  Friends  Church,  Orange  Grove  Meet- 
ing of  Friends,  and  Villa  Street  Meeting. 

Their  major  objective  goes  beyond  meeting 
the  needs  of  a small  number  of  local  Friends,  to 
an  awareness  of  the  growing  problems  of  happy, 
dignified  retirement.  Their  problem  is  how  to 
provide  attractive,  functional  living  arrange-4 
ments  where  men  and  women  of  retirement  age, 
can  find  congenial  companionship,  and  contin- 
ued usefulness. 

These  Friends  not  only  want  the  home  to  be 
non-profit,  but  they  are  hoping  to  establish  a 
scholarship  fund  which  will  enable  them  to  ad- 
mit Friends,  at  a reduced  rate,  when  necessary. 
They  also  want  to  make  entrance  fees  or  down 
payments  optional. 

How  can  this  be  done,  with  limited  available 
funds? 

Members  of  the  group  found  it  difficult  to 
raise  money  for  an  idea,  which  might  take 
years  to  become  a reality.  They  decided  to  go 
ahead  on  faith,  taking  advantage  of  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration’s  40-year  loans,  avail- 
able to  qualified  projects.  They  have  received 
a bank  commitment  for  95%  of  the  total  cost  of 
land  buildings.  They  are  going  ahead,  confident 
that  additional  funds,  mainly  for  the  first  year’s 
operation,  will  be  forthcoming. 

Step  by  step,  the  group  first  bought  land 
(with  money  loaned  by  members  of  the  group); 
they  incorporated;  they  received  a zoning  vari- 
ance to  build  in  a residential  section,  receiving 
approval  of  their  plan  from  the  Department  of 
Social  Welfare,  and  from  the  F.  H.  A.  They  have 
tackled  the  difficult  problem  of  tax-exempt  gifts 
with  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue.  Last  but 


not  least,  they  are  attempting  to  interpret  the 
unique  aspects  of  the  project  to  Friends  and 
friends  of  Friends.  The  directors  of  the  Associa- 
aq  Arui  aouauadxa  uaip  yeip  adoq  Ajaiaouis  nop 
.uqiiuis  qjiM  sdnoj§  spuouq  laipo  cq  djaq  jo 
problems. 

William  Taylor,  a member  of  Orange  Grove 
Meeting,  is  the  architect.  His  plans  call  for  twen- 
ty-five ground  floor  units,  each  with  a private 
bathroom,  in  a garden  setting.  There  will  be  a 
common  dining  room,  a small  meeting  room, 
library,  and  several  indoor  and  outdoor  centers 
for  small  informal  gatherings.  Privacy  of  indivi- 
dual quarters  will  be  respected. 

The  home  will  be  situated  on  a bus  line,  near 
a public  library  and  a good  nursing  home.  The 
shopping  center  is  two  blocks  away.  It  will  be 
open  for  occupancy  in  1961,  and  applications 
from  Friends  are  now  welcome.  Applicants 
should  be  63  years  of  age  or  over,  and  in  good 
health.  It  is  hoped  that  Friends  will  consider 
joining  the  group  while  still  in  their  in  their  six- 
ties. They  are  encouraged  to  carry  their  own 
health  insurance.  In  the  future,  a small  infirmary 
may  be  built  on  an  adjoining  acre  of  land. 

There  are  several  plans  for  payment  of  costs 
by  the  residents,  under  these  general  plans: 

1)  straight  rentals,  $2000  and  up,  for  board, 
room,  and  care. 

2)  special  arrangements,  according  to  ability  to 
pay. 

3)  advance  payments  or  annuities,  which  will 
greatly  help  the  association  and  will  reduce  liv- 
ing expenses  at  the  rate  of  5%  of  invested  capital, 
per  year.  The  Retirement  Association  welcomes 
gifts  to  the  scholarship  fund,  preferably  on  an 
annual  basis.

BULLETIN  FIGURES 

The  editor  is  frequently  asked  how  many  of  the 
Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  receive  the  Bulletin, 
how  many  copies  are  printed,  etc.  Therefore  we  present 
some  figures  and  facts,  but  the  warning  must  be  given 
that  they  are  necessarily  not  perfectly  accurate  since  the 
list  changes  nearly  every  day.  They  may  serve  to  give 
a general  idea. 

Of  the  last  two  issues  we  have  printed  1275  copies. 
About  1050  of  these  go  out  in  the  regular  mailing  to 
35  states  in  the  U.S.A.;  at  the  present  time  (the  price 
was  raised  on  July  1,  1960)  the  postage  on  a single 
copy  is  lhc.  Forty-seven  copies  go  to  Canada;  naturally, 
Bristish  Columbia  receives  the  most,  but  Alberta,  Mani- 
toba, Ontario  and  Saskatchewan  are  represented  on  our 
list.  Mexico  gets  seventeen  copies.  Forty-eight  copies 
are  sent  to  twenty-one  other  countries:  they  arc  Austral- 
ia, Columbia,  Costa  Rica,  Tanganyia,  Pakistan,  England, 
Finland,  France,  Germany,  Hong  Kong,  India,  Israel, 
Japan,  Jordan,  Korea,  New  Zealand,  Norway.  Paraguay, 
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Scotland,  Switzerland  and  Tasmania.  Postage  for  foreign 
copies  is  4c  apiece. 

Of  course  California  leads  the  35  states  to  which  the 
Bulletin  travels;  Washington  is  next,  as  one  would  ex- 
pect, with  Oregon  running  a close  third.  Other  states 
represented  on  our  list  are  Alabama,  Alaska,  Arizona, 
Colorado,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Georgia,  Hawaii, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Massachu- 
setts, Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nevada, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  Mexico,  New  York, 
North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Texas, 
Utah,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  Wyoming.  The  paper 
goes,  one  copy  each,  to  Puerto  Rico  and  Yap,  and  several 
copies  go  each  month  to  Washington,  D.C. 

As  of  July  31,  1960,  $1393.50  had  been  contributed 
by  317  individuals  ( a small  amount  of  this  was  for 
extra  back  copies),  and  by  thirteen  Meetings  (not  all 
members  of  our  Yearly  Meeting)  which  paid  for  any- 
where from  one  copy  for  the  meeting  house,  through 
samples  for  a few  attenders  or  new  members,  to  com- 
plete coverage  of  all  members  and  attenders. 

The  cost  last  year  per  subscriber  was  almost  exactly 
$1.90,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  think  the  figure  will 
be  very  different  this  year.  In  the  last  eight  years  the 
list  of  recipients  of  the  paper  has  increased  by  only 
about  150,  but  the  percentage  of  the  expense  carried 
by  direct  gifts  to  the  Bulletin  has  risen  from  38%  to 
over  50%;  the  rest  is  made  up  from  the  Yearly  Meeting 
treasury. 

The  Bulletin  has  exchanges  with  the  American  Friend, 
the  Australian  Friend, .the  California  Friend,  the  Cana- 
dian Friend,  Friends  Journal,  The  Friendly  Way  (South 
India),  London  Friend,  Newsletter  New  Zealand,  the 
Young  Friend,  and  La  Voz  de  los  Amigos,  It  receives 
local  newsletters  from  ten  Meetings  in  our  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, and  from  two  not  members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

In  the  next  year  we  look  hopefully  forward  to  a de- 
crease in  the  percentage  of  the  expense  which  must  be- 
born  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  treasury,  and  an  increase  in 
the  subscription  list.  In  these  two  changes  in  the  fi- 
gures of  the  Bulletin,  we  enlist  the  support  of  all  mem- 
bers of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.

WITH  HEARTS  AND  MINDS  PREPARED 

This  year  at  Yearly  Meeting  the  worship-fel- 
lowship groups  again  proved  an  enjoyable  and 
impressive  feature  of  the  program.  A few  sug- 
gestions from  the  Committee  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  about  procedure  and  a theme,  were 
helpful.  The  simply  stated  query,  “What  Holds 
My  Meeting  Together?”  was  taken  by  a number 
of  the  groups  as  a humble  way  of  asking,  “What 
Is  the  Basis  of  Our  Unity?”  The  suggestions 
seemed  generally  followed  that  Friends  begin 
their  silence  on  entering  the  building  where 
the  groups  were  to  gather. 

The  benefit  we  all  gained  from  gathering 
closely  in  small  groups  was  reflected  in  the 
first  session  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  groups. 
The  tone  was  deepened,  and  carried  on  their 
spirit  and  depth.  In  one  of  the  groups  it  had 
been  said  that  we  are  held  together  by  ways 
we  become  accustomed  to  doing  things,  the 
good  habits  which  we  form.  Aristotle,  I learned 
later,  had  said  much  earlier,  “That  which  has 
become  habitual  becomes,  as  it  were,  natural.” 


The  theme  we  used  led  us  into  fields  of 
thought  bordering  on  theology.  I would  favor 
next  year  pushing  forward  into  exploration  of 
these  fields.  Might  we  not,  for  example,  explore 
the  diversities  among  Friends  and  other  Christ- 
ians and  |e-"'s  m aWtudes  toward  the  Bible,  the 
foundation  on  which  so  much  of  our  religious 
heritage  has  been  built?  Each  might  ask,  “What 
does  ‘theology’  mean  to  me?”  “What  do  I really 
mean  when  I say  ‘God’  and  ‘Man’?”  And  after 
getting  as  clear  as  I can  on  that  answer,  “Do 
I think  Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  God  or  Man?” 
Howard  Brinton  once  said  in  effect  that  many 
Friends  have  a handed-down  antipathy  for 
theology,  but  he  never  knew  any  Friend  who 
was  opposed  to  thinking!  We  can  think  together 
more  joyfully  and  effectively  in  small,  intimate, 
friendlv  groups  meeting  more  than  once.  Bliss 
Forbush’s  lecture  “The  Basis  of  the  Quaker 
Heritage”,  given  at  Cape  May,  June,  1960,  and 
published  in  the  Friends  Journal,  might  well  be 
among  our  readings  in  preparation  for  next 
year’s  worship-fellowship  groups.

It  contains  a list  of  the  times 
and  places  of  all  meetings  for  worship  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  a calendar  of  Yearly  Meetings 
throughout  the  world,  Friends  Centers  around  the 
world,  and  Friends  Schools  and  colleges  in  the  United 
States.  The  cost  is  50c  per  copy,  but  there  is  a 10%  dis- 
count for  orders  of  ten  or  more. 

Santa  Monica  Friends  are  holding  a bazaar  and  fair 
to  add  to  their  Meeting  House  fund,  Saturday,  October 
8,  1960,  from  noon  to  7 p.m.,  at  Joslyn  Hall,  in  Lincoln 
Playground,  at  7th  and  Wilshire,  Santa  Monica,  Calif.

PRAIRIE  FRIENDS 

The  third  annual  Prairie  Friends’  Meeting  was  held 
at  Calgary,  Alta.,  May  21  and  22.  About  fifty  Friends 
attended  from  points  as  far  apart  as  Brandon  and  Van- 
couver. The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  “The  Struggle  for 
Self-Respect,”  with  Peter  Brock  and  Gordon  Hirabayasfy 
of  the  Edmonton  Meeting  presenting  phases  of  the 
subject  from  the  points  of  view  especially  of  Poland  and 
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Egypt. 

Peter  Brock  spoke  of  the  increase  in  personal  freedom 
and  national  independence  in  Poland  since  the  change 
in  government  in  1956.  Poland’s  geographic  situation, 
with  Russian  troops  on  both  frontiers,  is  an  over- 
riding factor  in  her  politics.  Polish  independence  could 
not  long  be  tolerated  by  Russia  if  East-West  tensions 
build  up  further.  The  country’s  present  stability  de- 
pends on  an  unwritten  treaty  between  the  Catholic 
Church  and  the  State.  The  Polish  economy  has  improved 
somewhat  since  1956,  but  unless  there  is  futher  im- 
provement the  government  may  lose  its  popular  sup- 
port. This  might  cause  an  uprising  with  (probably) 
Soviet  intervention,  or  a return  to  Stalinism. 

Gordon  Hirabayashi  stressed  the  aspirations  of  the 
Middle  Eastern  countries  for  true,  as  distinct  from  nom- 
inal, independence.  This  has  It'd  to  nationalism,  and 
supra-national  Pan-Arab  nationalism,  which  has  yet  to 
find  a constructive  outlet.  Although  Nasser  can  be 
made  to  fit  the  Western  stereotype  of  a dictator  in  some 
ways,  he  is  not  a conservative,  but  a social  reformer. 
It  is  important  to  understand  that  Nasser’s  emotionalism 
in  speaking  to  tire  people  is  a result  of  their  manner 


of  understanding.  When  talking  with  Westerners  he 
talks  like  a Westerner,  in  a dispassionate  manner.  Sim- 
ilarly, Western  speeches  do  not  get  across  to  the 
people  of  the  Middle  East  because  they  are  too  often 
coldly  impersonal. 

The  meeting  felt  a strong  need  for  personal  responsi- 
bility for  world  peace,  and  addressed  themselves  to  the 
government  of  Canada,  asking  for  the  re-establishment 
of  an  independent  Canadian  foreign  policy,  strengthen- 
ing the  United  Nations,  urging  the  inclusion  of  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China,  disengagement  form  the 
U.S.  military  position,  and  re-direction  of  resources  for 
international  relief.  The  meeting  endorsed  the  decision 
of  some  Calgary  Friends  to  tax  themselves  2%  of  their 
taxable  income  and  forward  the  money  to  the  United 
Nations. 

It  was  decided  to  explore  the  setting  up  of  a Friends 
Center  in  Edmonton  or  Calgary  to  enable  expansion  of 
Friends  work  on  the  Prairies.  It  was  felt  the  time  was 
right  for  the  two  Alberta  Meetings  to  seek  a change  in 
status,  Calgary  to  become  a Monthly  Meeting  and 
Edmonton,  a Preparative  Meeting.
